* drians obtained the conqueſt,the Duke of Metelyne ſhould 
peaceably depart the Countrie, releaſe the tribute „ and 
alſo reſigne his ſtate, and become a ſubiect to Orlamo. And 
fo; the better keeping and confirming of theſe conditions, 
they pꝛeſently diſpatcht Embaſſadozs to Fernandus p king 
of Bohemia , fo intreat his Maieſtie that he would vouch⸗ 
ſafe to become iudge in the combat, who fo2 that he wiſhed 
well ta both theſe Dukes, graunted to their requeſts, and 
with as much ſperd as might be, came to Alexandria.

nandus, whom he molt pꝛincely entertained, conducting 
him very royally into Alexandria, where he moſt ſumptu⸗ 
ouſlp feaſted — and all his traine . But as they paſſeda 
way the time in paſtime and plealure, ſo pe Therlando. 
ſpent the day in dolour and the night in ſozrow ,- Fozal 
though to comfozt his father hee made light of m__
